In their 
dreams the Jews saw a militant and 
military Messiah, who before unfurled 
banner* and to martial music would 
march at the head of a Jewish victory 
and found a new empire in 
human 
blood. 
Their expectancy was In an 
earthly throne. 
They wished for a 
kingdom 
whose 
matchless 
sweep 
should extend over apd subdue all 
other kingdoms. So wheé Jesus came 
and made righteousness and 
peace 
supreme, not power and military glory 
thoir enthusiasm passeu away. 
As 
long as Christ turned stones to bread; 
multiplied the fisher, healed the phys­ 
ically sick, restored sight and did 
mighty works, they 
had 
a 
leader 
who they could follow. But when His 
real purpose appeared, people began 
to forsake Him in groat multitudes 
At one time this stuffing off was so 
great that He turned to hts disciples 
and said, ‘Will ye also go away?’ 
A Shout of Coming Triumph. 
“More and more the universal call 
of His kingdom came to Htn^, ¿1# 
knew that the circumscribed ifleh of 
His coming to the Jews only must 
pass. 
He was want to assure th^m, 
however, that he came first to the 
lost sheep of the. house of Ufeal. al 
though his kingdom should not be a 
worldly one. When He told all plain­ 
ly, that His way was the way of the 
cross, this thought they wished to 
put far from them.. For the cross 
was the symbol of shame and crime. 
Could He change its meaning?

tiroes when foreign people dike those 
Greeks, who ‘could see Jesus,’ came 
to Him, Christ’s universal kingdom 
must have unfolded to Him. At such 
times He could exclaim triumphantly. 
‘And If I he lifted up will draw all 
men unto myself.’

Christ 
was cosmopolitan and spoke truths 
for all peoples and all times. He 
must have often felt His limitations. 
He worked among one people, was 
never out of Pallstine, and perhaps 
spoke only the Hebrew tongue. But 
through the means of His own sac­ 
rifice He saw a way to dravj all men 
unto Him.
